WaASBHINGTON, Jan. 22,—The senate
yesterday passed the Nicaragua canal
bill. A number of amendments were
made to the Nicaragua bill, and there
were innumerable short speeches dur-
ing the day.

The canal com-
pany is Jrequired to call in the stocks
issued except that held by the Nicara-
gua and Costa Rican governments.
The company is also required to re-
deem and cancel bonds and scrip here-
tolore issued by the company aad to
satisfy all cash liabilities. To enable
the company to comply with these
requirements treasury warrants to the
amount of #5,000,000 are authorizad,
with a privso to the effect that ocly
so much of the amount shall be paid as
shall be required to pay the sctual
cash value of the rights, priveleges,
franchisesand property at the time of
the payment, the value to be determin-
ed by commissioners to be appointed

London correspondent writes: The
Nicaragua cansl question has been
taken up by Secretary Hay and Lord
Salisbury in a practical rather than a
controversial way. It Is not believed
that either of these statesmen is anx-
fous to astempt to unravel the tangled
skin of diplomacy with which the Clay-
ton-Bulwer treaty has been enmeshed
in the course of 50 years.
